 Scale Certification by the Weights & Measures Office: Bring your market scales!  

For businesses that are registered with Maryland Department of Agriculture, and had their scales 

previously tested and approved, you need only to bring your certificate along with your scale. If 

you would like to renew your registration, we will accept payment that same day. 

New businesses that have not had their scales tested should contact the office of Weights & 

Measures at the Maryland Department of Agriculture ahead of time, to ensure your scales are 

legal for trade models. Call them at 410-841-5790. Once you have verified that your scales are 

legal for trade, you should bring them along with a check for registering the day of conference.
